Well, thirty 
years ago, away back in 
the days of the Chicago 
World's Fair, before we 
had automobiles, mov- 
ing picture shows, aero- 
planes and radios, — 
when farmers were till- 
ing their soil and har- 
vesting their crops 
without the help of the 
many labor and time 
saving implements now 
in use — away back in 
'93 Pendergast and his 
Fence Company were 
mighty little acorns. 
(He says so himself 
and he ought to know.) 

Now, just what he 
and his three big 
Fence Factories amount 
to today is up to you 
to decide. 

Down on the Farm 




M. De Pendergast 
first began to make his 
living on a farm near 
Hutchinson, Minnesota. 
(And back in the '80s 
and '90s, making a liv- 
ing on a farm was no more of a leadpipe 
cinch than it is today.) As he grew older 
he was given more and more responsible 
jobs to attend to, among them the buying 
of supplies for the farm. And this is where 
Fate stepped in, for one of the first things 
that attracted young Pendergast's atten- 
tion was that he had to pay a very FANCY 
PRICE for very ORDINARY FENCE. 
So he began to investigate. In what little 
spare time he had he tinkered with wire 
samples, comparing price and quality and 
design with practicability. Finally, he came 
to the conclusion that he could make a 
BETTER wire fence himself and sell it 
much CHEAPER.

Making Fence in a Barn 

Out of a couple of binders and other 
farm machinery he con- 
structed a crude loom 
on which to weave his 
wire fence. And need- 
less to say the difficul- 
ties he encountered in 
the beginning were nu- 
merous and discourag- 
ing. People laughed at 
him, ridiculed him, re- 
viled him. They said 
he was a fool and worse 
— a crazy inventor with 
an idea that would nev- 
er prove practicable, or 
successful. BUT 
THAT WAS THIR- 
TY YEARS AGO. 

Progress at first, of 
course, was slow 
and incidentally very 
expensive. In fact, 
Pendergast's early ex- 
periences in making 
woven-wire fence were 
not only paid for by the 
sweat of his brow but 
also by his hard-earned 
savings which he put 
into the business, when 
it was then only an 
EXPERIMENT. 

In those early days, 
thirty years ago, there were times when it 
looked as though the critics were right and 
that the whole venture was doomed to 
failure — but, working early and late, from 
morn till night, Pendergast put every 
ounce of his brains and energy to the task 
ahead of him. Obstacles confronted him 
from every side, but smashing straight 
ahead he would not be swerved from the 
road to the goal of his ambition — which 
was, A HIGH QUALITY, WOVEN- 
WIRE FENCE FOR FARMERS, SOLD 
DIRECT FROM FACTORY AT FAC- 
TORY PRICES, so that every farmer 
could afford to fence his farm properly. 
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Move to Canada 

Some obstacles are overcome by 
smashing through them, others, by pass- 
ing around them- During the first years 
of Pendergast's fence enterprise, it was 
found that the shipping and marketing 
facilities at Hutchinson were so inferior 
that they acted as a barrier to the rapid 
growth and development of the company. 
So being unable to change these condi- 
tions Pendergast took his big idea to 
Sarnia, Ontario (Canada), where he start- 
ed the Sarnia Fence Company in 1903. 

From the first it was seen that this move 
was a huge success. For Pendergast was 
the first manufacturer of woven-wire fence 
to sell direct to the farmer at low factory 
prices, and naturally the farmers quit 
wasting their money on the middle-men. 
Orders came in by the thousands, accom- 
panied by letters from the Canadian farm- 
ers praising Pendergast for saving them 
so much time and money on fence. 

Naturally, the Canadian manufacturers, 
who had been getting rich at the farmers' 
expense, let out terrible howls of anguish 
and threatened Pendergast with ruin. But 
their outcries were ignored, for Pendergast 
went direct to the farmers with the facts 
and soon he was selling one-fourth of the 
fence used in Canada. 

Back to the States 

Being a natural born American citizen, 
Pendergast was of course anxious to re- 
turn to his home country as soon as condi- 
tions permitted, and when in 1906 the op- 
portunity came, he opened up a factory at 
Port Huron, Michigan. Soon he was 
making his share of all the fence used in § 
that state and also Indiana and Ohio. In 
1914, he opened a big warehouse in Minne- 
apolis from which he was able to serve 
the requirements of farmers in the North- 
west. * 

Build Stillwater Factory 

The farmers of the Northwest appre- 
ciated the quality and price of Pendergast 
Fence and bought enough to justify start- 
ing a factory in that section of the coun- 
try. Accordingly the United Fence Com- 
pany of Stillwater was organized in 1916, 
and Tom Pendergast (a chip off the old 
block) came up in the fall to build the 
factory. 

Soon the looms were pounding away 
and Pendergast's direct-from-factory-to- 



farm prices resulted in thousands of orders 
from appreciative farmers of the North- 
west. The fact that this Stillwater plant 
was the ONLY FENCE FACTORY 
WEST OF THE MISSISSIPPI, which 
meant quicker shipments, also helped 
boom the business. 

Open Fort Madison Factory 

As time went on it was found that there 
was a great demand for Pendergast Fence 
from farmers in Illinois, Iowa, Missouri 
and Kansas, who had become tired pay- 
ing high prices for fence. So early in the 
Spring of 1919, Harry Pendergast (another 
chip off the same old block) went down 
to Fort Madison, Iowa, to open up another 
Pendergast Fence Factory. And soon the 
farmers in this territory so flooded this 
plant with orders that a new and larger 
factory had to be built WITHIN TWO 
YEARS, after the first one was opened. 

A New Pendergast Factory 
in Elkhart 

To complete the chain of Pendergast 
factories in the Mid-west section of the 
United States, and to serve particularly 
the farmers in Indiana, Eastern Illinois, 
Michigan and Ohio, Pendergast built a 
factory in Elkhart, Indiana, in 1922. And 
judging from the number of orders sent 
in by farmers in that territory the FIRST 
YEAR, the Elkhart factory will have to be 
considerably enlarged and its capacity at 
least doubled. 

The Pendergast Idea 

The Pendergast idea from which has 
grown up three large fence factories, de- 
voted to the exclusive manufacture of 
woven-wire fence for farmers, sold direct 
from factory-to-farm, eliminating the 
middleman and his profits, thus leaving 
low rockbottom prices, includes the appli- 
cation of the old Golden Rule — "Do unto 
others as you would be done by." For 
needless to say such a large industry could 
never have been successful if it had not 
been built on FAIR and SQUARE treat- 
ment to its customers. 

Pendergast will continue to play fair 
with his customers and give them the very 
best fence he knows how to make for the 
very lowest price it is possible to quote. 
"He profits most who serves best." 
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What IS Good Fence? 

From my early experience on the farm and my subsequent thirty years' experience 
as a fence-maker, I have learned that the ESSENTIALS of a GOOD fence for farmers 
are as follows: 

(1) The wire must be hard and springy and EVENLY galvanized. TOO MUCH 
galvanizing often results in cracking and peeling, leaving places where moisture gathers 
and rust sets in, ruining the fence in a hurry. 

(2) The wire must be waved, coiled or crimped properly to make it springy, thus 
keeping it TIGHT and the fence ERECT at all times. 

(3) The vertical or stay wires should be of STIFF, one-piece construction, as they 
constitute the BACKBONE of the fence. Furthermore, these stay wires should be the 
SAME GAUGE, weight and contain the same amount of GALVANIZING as the line 
wires or cross bars. 

(4) The Knot or ring-tie must hold the stay wires FIRMLY in place but still must 
be FLEXIBLE enough to allow the fence to stretch perfectly over uneven ground. 

(5) The wire must be perfectly woven so that the line wires will be exactly the 
same length, and the stay wires stand up straight when fence is stretched. 

heavy wires where they are needed most 
and lighter wires for filling — costs much 
less money and serves the purpose as 
well in most cases. 

PENDERGAST ONE-PIECE 
STIFF-STAY 
According to a Government Report it 
has been found that the stay wires in 
some styles of fence have begun to rust 
and deteriorate before the line or bar 
wires; this being due, it is said, to the 
fact that the stay wires were smaller in 
size than the line wires with less gal- 
vanizing. This same report goes on to 
state that it is important to select a type 
of fence in which the stay wires are as 
large and as heavy as the line wires. 

The stay wires in Pendergast Fence 
are as large and heavy as the line wires, 
and in addition are of one-piece con- 
struction. See illustration on opposite 
page. This latter feature is of utmost 
importance, for is it not logical that the 
one piece Pendergast stiff-stay wires are 
stronger and will hold the fence together 
much longer than a number of short- 
piece stay wires, wrapped on from one 
line wire to another — a series of hinges 
with their obvious weaknesses? 

Pendergast one-piece stiff-stay wires 
are made of the same hard springy steel 
wire that composes the line wires — no 
soft, light, short quick-to-rust stay wires 
used on any style of Pendergast Fence. 



WIRE USED IN PENDERGAST 

Of course, you know that the life of 
the fence depends largely upon the qual- 
ity of wire used in its manufacture. To 
insure using only the highest quality, full 
gauge wire in Pendergast Fence, we buy 
our wire from some of the largest and 
best known manufacturers, those who 
specialize in wire manufacture. This in 
itself is a guarantee of quality. For their 
product is recognized as the standard. 
It is fully and evenly galvanized to stand 
the acid test and the test of years of 
service in the field, and remember the 
latter is the more important. 




Note the wave or crimp in the lateral 
line wires of Pendergast Fence. Hard 
wire like this will stay wavy and thus 
keep the fence tight. Look around you 
— you never see Pendergast Fence slack 
or bagged between the posts like fence 
made from soft wire. 

We use 9 J A wire for top and bottom 
line wires and 12% wire for the inter- 
mediate line wire stays and knots, except 
in styles No. 726 L and No. 832 L, else- 
where described in this book. 

When you buy an automobile you do 
not necessarily select the heaviest car, but 
the one which is the best balanced, hav- 
ing the weight properly distributed, and 
eliminated where it is wasteful and un- 
necessary. 

And the proper balance in fence — 
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The Pendergast Knot 



(that will not slip) 

Examine the Pendergast Knot CLOSELY 
and you will find several exclusive features, so 
that in spite of its similarity in general appear- 
ance, it really is distinctive in design, purpose 
and utility. 

First you will find that there is an 
EQUAL BEND in both the stay wire and the 
line wire AT the Knot. This absolutely pre- 
vents slipping up or down or sideways. 

Perhaps you have seen knot fences where 
the stays have slipped along the line wires. 
This results from using soft wire for the knot 
and stay wire — or defective design. (The Pendergast Knot, like 
all other parts, is made from HARD WIRE.) Upon closer exam- 
ination of the defective fence just mentioned you will find that the 
bend is all in the stay wire, and NONE in the line wire. The 
reason for this is very simple. You know that by pressing hard 
wire and soft wire together at right angles, the hard wire will stay 
STRAIGHT, and the soft wire will BEND around it. 
Well, that is exactly the trouble in using soft wire in 
fence for stays and knots. 

Made the Same Weight and Gauge as Stay 
and Line Wires 

As stated above, the Pendergast Knot is made 
from hard wire, the same weight and gauge as the 
stay and line wires. It is compact and neat. By 
making it narrow and short, and driving it tightly 
around the intersection of the line and stay wire, it is 
much stronger than a larger, looser knot. For in- 
stance, if you take a piece of wire two inches long, you cannot 
bend it with your fingers; take a piece six inches long, and you 
can bend it easily. The same principle applies to a knot — the 
SMALLER and tighter it is the HARDER it is to spread it. 

The perfection of the Pendergast Knot brought about a change 
in the fence business. Many farmers were using a heavier fence 
than was necessary (at their own expense) in order to get the knots 
to hold tight. Now we are offering the farmers a MEDIUM 
WEIGHT fence, heavy enough for nearly every practical purpose, 
with a Knot that SECURELY holds the stay wire in place. Stock 
cannot spread the line wires, or slip the stays. "The Knot that will 
not slip" is more than a trademark — it's a guarantee! 
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A Little Talk on Fence Prices 

There are of course a number of factors that enter into the ultimate price 
farmers pay for fence, among them being the quality and quantity of wire 
used by the manufacturer, his manufacturing cost, selling expenses, over- 
head, etc. 

And when steel wire prices are generally high, it is only natural that fence 
prices will be high in proportion. At the time this book is being published, 
steel wire prices are a little higher than they were last year, consequently you 
will find Pendergast prices slightly advanced above the figures quoted during 
the latter months of 1922, when we were using steel wire bought at lower 
price levels. 

However, As Usual You Will Find Pendergast Prices Lower, in Every or 
Nearly Every Instance, Than Those of Other Fence Manufacturers 

Why? Surely not because we use cheaper or a poorer grade of steel wire. 
Pendergast customers since 1893 tell you just the opposite. Furthermore, we 
GUARANTEE Pendergast Fence to be made of only the highest quality 
materials and to give entire satisfaction or money refunded. We would never 
have remained in business for thirty consecutive years if we attempted to 
put out a slipshod product that would not live up to our customers' expecta- 
tions. Isn't that right? 

Pendergast Fence prices are lower because our long experience in the 
business has taught us how to reduce our manufacturing costs to the mini- 
mum and because we sell direct to the farmer from nearby factories. See 
opposite page for further details. 

Don't Be Tricked by Low F. O. B. Prices 

For it is quite possible that you'll find that F. O. B. means "fool the 
farmer." That is, quite often you will run across what appears to be (but 
isn't) a real, low rock-bottom price— lower than any others. You may say to

Although in almost any part of the country you can see many 
fences made entirely of woven fence, it is our recommendation that 
at least one strand of barb wire be stretched at the top of all fence 
when it is built. 

Such a strand of barb wire prevents possible damage to fence 
from stock, discourages trespassers from climbing over and gen- 
erally makes a neater, tighter and better lasting fence.

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Pendergast Suggestions for Constructing Fence 



To All Fence Builders in General and to Our Friends and Customers in 

Particular 

Much has been and always will be said upon the subject of stretching 
wire fencing. However, few farmers agree on the method of setting corner 
braces, and many have difficulty in bracing them so that they do not heave 
in the spring when the frost goes out of the ground. 

There are many things that can be done that will add to the life of your 
. fence, and if you will follow me through this article I believe you will have 
less difficulty the next time you put up fencing. 

In the first place, the posts should be not more than a rod apart. Too 
often you see fence draped along on posts twenty or thirty feet apart. The 
old rule of "What is worth doing at all is worth doing well," applies to fenc- 
ing as well as other things. 

When using steel posts the corner posts and end of braces should be set in con- 
crete—the line posts may be simply driven in the soil. HOWEVER, AS MOST FARM- 
ERS ARE USING WOODEN POSTS. THIS ARTICLE IS BEING WRITTEN 
WITH THIS TYPE OF POST IN MIND. 

When selecting your posts save the best ones for the corners. Be sure to use 
straight ones at the ends of the stretch, or you will have difficulty in making the upright 
wires stand straight. 

The Pendergast Style of Bracing 

The style of bracing for the corner post, as shown in the cut below, is our own 
idea and, we believe, is the best method to use. It has the advantage of being easily 
and quickly put in and in addition there is no danger of the post lifting from frost or 
any pressure you can put on it. By SLANTING the wooden brace DOWN to the cor- 
ner post instead of up, as most farmers do, the strain tends to force the post down and 
keep it down, rather than lift it. 




THE ONLY DIGGING NECESSARY is to make a trench two or three feet deep, 
about three feet back of the corner post. In this trench put a piece of post about three 
feet long and run two strands of No. 9 soft, galvanized wire from this anchor to the top 
of the second post. Then tamp dirt down solid on top of this anchor, level with the 
rest of the ground. In between the two strands of No. 9 wire, put a short bar and twist 
the wire until the corner post is pulled back slightly from the fence line. Then when the 
fence is stretched from the opposite direction it will bring the corner post back up 
straight and the brace wire will be tight. 
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When you attach the fencing to the end post, be sure that the ^y*?^**^^~ 
that is parallel with the post. If they don't measure up straight with the corner post/ 
they won't anywhere else. 

T?F SURE TO WRAP THE FENCE AROUND THE POST and twist each line 
wire^cfonfo 52lf.

With the above described method of bracing, you can easily stretch 100 rods of 
fencing at a time. Splice the bales together by pulling the two end ^^J^ and 
wrapping the protruding ends around the line wires in oppos.te directions and on the 
o^posTe sides of the stays. You then have two stays together at the splice, and all stays 
stand straight up and down.

Proper Use of Staples 

Most fence builders know that they should use VA inch staples for hardwood or 
hedJe nosts and iTinch staples for cedar or soft wood posts, but a great many make 
"driving the staples clear into posts and bedding the line wire in so tight that 
> .,n^t «1in This is decidedly an error. All good fencing (like Pendergast's) has a 
cons,Trable P amount of wave to the horizontal wires. This keeps the fence, tight m spite 
of the expansTn and contractions during changes of temperature and strain that comes 
™ the fence If the staples are driven in hard there is only about a rod of fence to take 
the strain If they are left ao that the wire will slip through the staples, the whole length 
of the fence from end to end takes up the strain like a long spring. 

I recommend driving the staples in on an angle as this helps to prevent splitting the 
post Turn the staple so that the points do not enter exactly one above the other, then, 
if the post checks, the staple does not fall out.

There is of course, more work to stretching fence over uneven ground. It is often
